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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amendment to cancel various claims overcomes the rejectionover Mueller (5232910). 
The closest prior art of Mueller (4964615) teaches the use of isobutyl oleate as part of a 
composition for freeing a stuck pipes, but fails to teach the present emulsion comprising 
the glycerin. Mueller (2004/00082483) teaches an invert water in oil drilling fluid which 
may comprise an ester or other oil based fluids, to which glycerol may be added., 
Mueller teaches the use of isobutyl oleate to prepare a thinner by reaction with an 
alkylene oxide. Mueller fails to specify isobutyl oleate as the internal phase, and teach 
or suggest the glycerin as the internal phase of the emulsion. The prior art in general 
thus fails to teach or suggest the present invention with sufficient specificity to one of 
ordinary skill in the art.
